Claims 1-16 have been canceled. 
Claims 17-24 are pending. 
Claims 17-20 have been rejected. 
Claims 21-24 have been objected. 

Claim Reiections-35 USC 112 

1 . Applicants' proposed amendment filed 1/1 8/05 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

The rejection of Claims 17-20 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, has been 
maintained because the proposed amendment contains the following new issues : 

In claim 1 7, the phrase " blocking agents of the NCO group" is recited. This is a 
Reach-Through Claim. The claim does read on the future blocking agents of the NCO 
group to be used in forming films having hydro and oil repellant properties on the 
surfaces of objects which have not discovered yet. In order to overcome this rejection , 
the examiner recommends to add the specific blocking agents of the NCO group in the 
instant invention. 
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In claims 18-20, the phrase " containing or not containing component e)" is 
recited. The expression "containing or not containing component e)" is an open 
language; therefore, it is vague and indefinite. The meaning of "containing or not 
containing" is that there are some unspecific additional components besides 
"components a), b), c) , and e)" . Therefore, the examiner recommends to remove 
"containing or not containing" from "containing or not containing component e)".
